Dr. William Harwood, the 
president of Hartnell College, 
prepares to accomplish ‘‘a little 
bit of everything” each morning 
when he comes to work. 

Friendly, outgoing, and easy to 
talk with, Dr. Harwood appeared 
just last year on the scene at 
Hartnell. He arrived September 
1, 1966, to take over duties as 
president after the retirement of 
Dr. J. Frederic Ching earlier in 
the year. 

During the week, Dr. Harwood 
delves into business which he 
feels is primarily directed toward 
one aim: the communication of 
his staff and students. He con- 
ducts interviews, attends business 
meetings, presides at  depart- 
mental meetings, and urges stu- 
dent “coffee hours” in which stu- 
dents can meet and discuss with 
him. 

Timing is an essential part of 
Dr. Harwood’s life for a parti- 
cular reason: he never has enough 
of it. More so than ever, he finds 
less and less time in which to 
follow his many diversified in- 
terests. 

Married, Dr. Harwood is the 
father of five children: three sons, 
aged 9, 15 and 17, and two 
daughters, aged 8 and II. His 
wife is a tennis enthusiast and 


enjoys antiquing. Dr. Harwood is 
interested in “almost anything.” 
He is currently building up his 
bowling average (“my timing’s 
terrible”). He likes to read, but 
finds time only for “professional 
things,” and is a_ follower of 
athletics and music, mainly as “a 
spectator.” 

His consuming interest is the 
legislative process of government, 
and field in which he has put a 
great deal of time, research and 
personal experience. He has 
gained special experience serving 
as assistant to congressmen and 
judges. 

A graduate of Santa Ana 
Junior College, Dr. Harwood also 
attended Stanford and Princeton 
Universities, receiving his B.A., 
M.A., and Ed.D. at the former. 
He taught for six years at Foot- 
hill College in Los Altos, and was 
president of Cochise College in 
the Arizona-Mexico border area 
until accepting his current posi- 
tion at Hartnell. 

An added and interesting foot- 
note to Dr. Harwood is that he 
worked on the rough plans for 
DeAnza College in its prepara- 
tion years of 1963-64, which 
means Hartnell can claim at least 
a small victory over its newest 
football rival on Saturday night.

Who could ever forget those 
fabled two weeks when the Air- 
plane bassist spent some leisure 
time in Salinas? Visiting Jack 
Casady was one of the high 
points of my summer. 


I’m one who hasn’t had the 
privilege (?) of being in the 
county jail before. I guess I have 
watched too many. westerns, 
though, because I half expected 
to be led by some hairy old guard 
to a dark, damp little cell, and 
be gruffly told that I had ten 
minutes to talk to the prisoner.

I was directed to a long row of 
windows where, by each one, was 
a telephone. I stopped at a win- 
dow, and on the other side, 1e- 
ceiver in hand, stood Mr. Cas- 
ady. It was a laugh seeing him 
with a black turtleneck under his 
prison uniform, and hearing him 
mumble something about how 
Salinas was a poor place to come 
near on a vacation. 

I walked out of the jail with 
mixed reactions.

was listening in on the conversa-

tion, but the static over those 
phones was terrible! 

Also, I understand the reason- 
ing behind the fact that all let- 
ters to the inmates are opened 
and read. After all, they never 
can tell when a prisoner will be 
informed by mail of the date 
when Salinas will be bombed : by 
a fleet of overhauled crop dust- 
ers. 

However, I was puzzled by the 
jailer’s refusal to give Casady a 
newspaper I’d brought him.

they don’t want a prisoner some- 
how setting fire to a paper and 
burning the jail down.

Just remember 
to bring a glass-cutter when you 
come to see me Saturday during 
visiting hours.

Fall semester, '67, at Hartnell 
is now two weeks old.

Might we pause to reflect back 
to last year’s fall semester and 
what its biggest news were? 

First, the new Hartnell admin- 
istrator, President Dr. William B.

Statistic-wise were enrollment 
figures totaling 2253 day and 
night students during first day 
registrations, a record 15 new 
members to the faculty staff, 
and a men’s dormitory of 41 oc 
cupants. 


Jira Albanese took over editor- 
ship of the Sentinel. His initial 
staff. numbered seven. 

Panthers’ gridiron season saw 
victories over Allan Hancock, So- 
lano, West Valley, Cabrillo, Gavi- 
lan, Menlo, and Monterey Penin- 
sula College. Games were lost to 
Laney and the College of the 
Sequoias. Ending the season with 
second, place Coast Conference 
standing, the team also played in 
Salinas’ last Lettuce Bowl, where 
it triumphed over Sierra Junior 
College.

Panthers Uncover Gem On Bench; 
Balgua Passes Cats to Victory 


Hartnell’ kicked-off. the 1967 
football season on the right foot, 
but thanks to quarterback Joe 
Balgua, who came off the bench 
to pass the Hartnell Panthers to 
a 20-17 victory over visiting Mo- 
desto Junior College Pirates last 
Saturday night at Gonzales’ new 
stadium. 

The 5'9”", 170-pound quarter- 
back decided to come out this 
season. after missing last year’s 
football seascn. But Balgua, who 
starred for Salinas High School 
Cowboy varsity team didn’t break 
into the game as a “rookie” but 
instead broke in. like a scrambl- 
ing “Mr. Fran Tarkenton.” 

Balgua tcre apart the Modesto 
secondary defense with pass plays 
of 31 and 67 yards to speedy half- 
back Richard Smith. Those two 
passes were barely enough to trim 
Modesto, 20-17. 

Hartnell dominated the first 
quarter by cashing in a touch- 
down after a 74 yard drive on 14 
plays. Smith led the drive by 
picking up 41 yards including a 
two-yard spurt for the TD. 

After Hartnell took a 7-0 lead, 
the Pirates came right back, capi- 
talizing on a Panther fumble, re- 
covering tac loose pigskin on the 
Hartnell 28. 

From there Pirate fullback 
Dave Elwess carried four straight 
times to bring Modesto to the 12 
yard line. But Hartnell’s defense 
held the Pirate threat so Elwess 
kicked a 3l-yard field goal, cut- 
ting the score to 7-3 with 12:23 
remaining in the first, half.
